during the yeer, bringing the 
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total of our foreign missionaries up to 544, After deducting losses 
we made a net gain of 43, This gain is enheartening, but is far 
below the number which should have been sent. We need to send 
this year 229 others, 

The native working force now numbers 2,494. The building up 
of this native working force is of the gravest moment. We need 
many foregn missionaries now, and in the future the call wil) per- 
haps be even more insistent, yet we cannot depend upon mission- 
aries sent from America to do the major work of preaching to any. 
country. The fina] evangelization of every land must be done 
through the native workers. 

We have had an encouraging year in our Foreign Mission Schools, 
Never have students flocked in such numbers; never have so many 
been accepted; never such large numbers turned away. We have 
=60 schools of alj grades, in which were enrolled 35.106 students. 
This number is about the same asthe number of students in all our 
Bapt'st schools in the Southland. Twenty of these schools are kinder: 
gertens; five are colleges, the majority are of th2 lower primary and 
middle schoo} grades. Thirteen are normal and training schouls. 
The crown of all, of course, is the Bible and Theological Schools 
which now number seventeen in which achools are being trained 
416 young preachers. While these schools are al) rendering a 
freat service in the general uplift of the people, our chief interest 
in them lies in the fact that through them we turn many to Christ, 
and train these students for more effective Christian service. Our 
schocls are tremendous evangelizing agencies. In many sections 
the far larger number who are baptized into the churches are won 
in the school. If the school is needed here in the homeland for the 
development of our denominational life, for the provision of a 
capable ministry, they are infinitely more necessary for the same 
objects in foreign lands. : 

We have medical work in three countries—China, Africa and 
Mexico. We have among our foreign missionary force, sixteen male 
and three female physicians and seven trained nurses. There are 
nineteen native physicians and 29 native nurses. There are 238 
buildings of a!l descriptions in our nine hospital plants. In these are 
room for 796 beds. In these hospitals were treated last year 6,299 
patients, The patients outside of the hospitals were 70,415. The 
total treatments given reached the amazing number of 294,422. 

Ve have Publishing Houses organized in China, Japan. Mexico, 
Brazil, Argentina and Italy, and embryonic publishing interests in 
all the other fields. These publishing plants brought out books, 
tracts, Bibles, Testaments, Sunday School and B, Y. P. U. Quarter- 
lies, Sunday School Leaflets, donominational papers in vast quanti- 
ties, 81,944,180 pages of literature were distributed, The silent, 
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but none the less effective workings of the printed page are not 
every time manifest, bug we have many instances of the triumphant 
achievements of the Gospel sent forth in printed form, Many in- 
dividuals have been converted through this means; many a home 
which was otherwise closed to the missionary has been opened 
through a Gospel tract or a Testament. We have a number of 
churches that have been organized as a result of someone having 
read the Word of Gad from the printed page. 

Thus our work abroad presses forward with the favor of God 
Upon it. Southern Baptists rejoice in it, yet they are not supporting 
it as they ought and can. The Board has been compelled to halt in 
its great program right at the time when it could press the wor 
most advantageously, 

In May 1923 the Board reported a debt of $403,000, In spite of 
the severest economies this debt grew by May 1924 to $711,000. 
When appropriations were made for 1924 over $1,600,000 in re 
quests from the fields were denied. The Board was able to ap- 
propriate for 1924 only for current expenses, It allowed nothing 
for buildings and wau'pment. At its meeting in June 1924. the 
Board decided not to end out new missionaries this year, except in 
a few instances where. the salary and expenses have been especially 
provided. This means that practically all new equipment and new 
missionaries were cut off from the foreign fields this year. What 
this lack of help will mean to the cause no one can estimate.

Our own State Board work has accomplished marvellous results. 

We append hereto a statement from headquarters a, Jackson: 

The Board is assisting in the paying of the salary of seventy-two 
pastors in different parts of the state. This amount assists one 

: hundred and twenty-five churches. We have had in the field four re- 
gular district enlistment men. We now have five regular Sunday 
School workers with several assistants during the summer months 
doing County Institute work. We have two regular B. Y, P. U, field 
workers with two extras for a part of the summer season. The 
W. M. U. has two regular workers. 

Other items of expense in connection with the State Board’s work 
are expense of the Board meeting, printing the State Convention 
Minutes, State Convention meeting, School of Evangelism, Mid- 
Winter Bible Schoo! at New Orleans, work among the Negroes, the 
Kreoles and the Indians, the Ministerial Student Fund, Religious 
work in State colleges, seminaries and training schools student 
fund, Good Will Center work and the salary of $720.00 a year to 
Dr. A. V. Rowe who is Secretary Emeritus. The largest item of 
work for the year js that of appropriations to church buildings 

“which amounts to $40,000.00, None of this has been paid, but will 
be due November first. 

The State Board in its annual session December 1923 laid out 
the work for the year 1924 on a basis which called for the expend- 
iture of $130,000.00 for State Mission work. Since State Missions | 
receive only 19 per cent of the tota] amount raised, it will be ne- 
Cessary to raise this year more than five times that amount in or- 
der for us to receive the $130,000.00. That will give you some idea 
of the immensity of the task.

This campaign was born out of world conditions which followed 
the world war, We understood then as never before that the world 
was lost and ruined by sin—and that Jesus Christ alone could save 
it. 

Some facts and figures are inter: stin 
have baptized a million. Nothing so sti 
Baptist growth in the past has depen 
and hardship, Our people seem to 
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for our sacred principles, Adversity seems to open for us an open- 
ing through which a larger number may pass on to victory, The 
campaign has enlisted only about 35 per cent of our people, Yet, 
with this small percentage, we have won one new member for each 
subscriber. Our weakness lies in our unenlisted. How are we to 
bring our 65 per cent into the grace of giving? Every Baptist 
should be a very great asset. To-day we are suffering from the 
peril of unwise leadership. The campaign has cared for seven 


cauces—each one a real asset. We have aided more. than 1,000 
aged ministers. Had funds been forthcoming, others could have 
heen aided—the pity of it, the unpaid pledges, Seventeen 


orphanages have been supported. The same number of State 
secretaries, with g like number of editors with as many papers, have 
een giving information as well as inspiration. Hospitals, forty- 
one in number, have been built—and others in construction. More 
than 300,000 operations have been performed in these institutions. 
In the home land 119 schools, colleges, and seminaries, with 95 on 
foreign fields, have been aided. We have 967 associations with 
28,000 churches with a membership about 4,000,000. 

Just here we would recall Hambone’s suggestion that it is 
eas'er to cut down a tree for a coon than for stove-wood. We seem 
able to do what we wish to, Our ability to pay the ‘remaining 21 
million dollars is not a question. Those who have had no part in 
the campagn should be mustered and enlisted. What has been ac- 
complished justifies the campaign. With aged ministers in need, 
crippled and cramped conditions in our schools, homeless churches, 
the cont'nued and unheeded cries for new missionaries on foreign 
fields—and new missionaries anxious to go—what shall our answer 





be to Him Who redeemed us? 

The immediate need is the payment of all pledges; the soliciting 
of gifts and offerings from others; the rounding Up and completion 
of the campaign by the end of the year. Because our new program 
for one year follows a, once. Our accomplishments are remarkable 
when we consider that no priest or bishop or pope has issued any 
edict. Just from love and loyalty we have responded in the paying . 
of more than $54,000,000 in the last five years.

We your committee on Sunday Schools report that we find 141 
new Schools have been organized within the State last year with 
an increase of 24,296 members, and take this as a strong incentive 
for renewed efforts from those whose interegt is in this work, We 
urge that the Pastors and Superintendents in this Association have 
teacher training schools conducted in al) schools so that this great 
work be not hampered by lack of efficien, teachers; also that the 
teachers be chosen for their Christian piety and not because of 
superior educational advantages, unless these be combined with de- 
votion to God’s teachings. 

We also wish to call the particular attention of the membership 
of Baptist churches to the fact that the Sunday Schools are the 
nurseries of the church and from their ranks are drawn our 
Christian workers in every department of the church, and urge that 
every personal influence be exerted to the end that every boy anid 
girl shall grow up as a Christian and in full knowledge of the teach- 
ings of God’s Divine Word. 

The Sunday School Department in addition to its Secretary, 
Assistant Secretary and worker among the primaries as heretofore 
reported, has two regular Secretaries employed for doing the work 
among the country churches and sunday schools. Thesé Brethren 
are Wyatte Hunter and H. E. Spell. They are both graduates cof 
Mississippi College and are well qualified for the work for which 
they have been chosen.

The number of Unions in Mississippi, has increased from 700 to 

7, since the last report to the Association. This number is 
divided into the three departments as follows:

This gives 
us five B. Y. P. U. Quarterlies: Senior Quarterly, Intermediate 
Quarterly, Junior Quarterly, Intermediate Leader's Quarterly and 
Junior Leader's Quarterly 

The tract “Advanced Methods in B. Y. P. U. work” a study of 
“The Baptist Training Service,” “‘The General Organization of the 
B. Y. P, U.” is off the press and we have access to it, 

If you have not received a copy write for one, read it and ponder 
over its teachings. Our folks need training. and a systematized, 
organized departmen; of training is the only way for the necessary 
training to be given. Let’s pray it through. The general officers 
are: Director, Associate Director, Secretary, Chorister and Pianist, 

The General Committees are Executive, Extension and Effitiency. 
The Director is Chairman of Executive Committee with General 
Officers, Presidents of Seniors and Leaders of Intermediate and 
Juniors, serving with him. The Associate Director is Chairman of 
Extension Committee with Vice-President of each department ser- 
ving with him. The General Secretary is Chairman of Efficiency 
Committee, with Secretaries of each Department serving with him. 
The five General Officers and three Committees with their duties 
and activities, tend to emphasize the relation of the Training Depart- 
ment to the church. In other words, “Teaching them to observe all 
things, whatsoever I have commanded you and lo, I am with you 
always, even to the end of the world.” 

The Library Offer has been the cause of goodly number of 
the new B. Y, P. U,’s to be organized. Six unions have qualified 
in this offer and the State Secretary has given each a fifty dollar 
library.

cent for each year of their age at which the school stands and re- 
peats the following verse:

This birthday fund amounts to about $15.00 per year and is sent

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CONSTITUTION. ¢ 

Article 1. The name of this body shall be the Clarke County 
Baptist Association. 

Article 2. Its object shal) be the promotion of the Redeemer’s 
Kingdom, by the concentration of Christian labor, the inculcation 
of Bible truth and the cultivation of friendly intercourse among the 
churches. 

Article 3. Members of the Association may be of three classes 
—delegates, pastors of churches holding membership in the Associa- 
‘tion, and messengers. The first and second class only shall have the 
right to vote and to produce evidence of their appointment by the 
church which they propose to represent before being entitled to 
seats. 

Article 4. Each church belonging to the Association shall be 
entitled to two delegates until its membership shall exceed fifty, ani 
an additional delegate for each fifty thereafter, or fraction thereof; 
provided, that the ministers who are members of any such church 
but supply other pulpits, may be appointed as additiong! delegates 
above the regular quota. 

Article 5. This Association shal] have only the power of an ad- 
visory council, and shal] in no wise infringe upon the rights or inde- 
pendence of the churches, 

Article 6, No queries shall be considered by the Association 
unless regularly sent up through the churches, nor shall difficulties 
between the churches be discussed until other methods of settlement 
have been tried without gvail. 

Article 7. This Association shall meet annually, as may be 
agreed upon; and after enrolling the names of the delegates pro- 
ceed by ballot to the election of the Moderator and Clerk, who shall 
be ex-officio Treasurer of the Association. 

Article 8. The duties of the various officers shall be similar to 
those of ail deliberative bodies, and Mell's Parliamentary Manual! 
shall be the busis of all decisions of order, 

Article 9, Churches holding the Articles of Fa'th adopted by this 
body, may become members of the Association by a unanimous vote 
and letters of dismissal may be obtained without assigning the 
reason therefor, by a concurrence of a majority; while the Associa- 
tion claims the right of withdrawing from such churches as they 
shall deem heterodox or disorderly. 

~Article 10. The Constitution may be altered sr amended at any 
annua, meeting of the Association by a vote of three fourths of the 
delegates present; provided, the proposed alteration or amenduent 
shall have been submitted at the session immediately preceeding. 

Article 11. The Association shall appoint an Executive Com- 
mittee at each annual meeting, to consist of five members with the

God has blessed our »work abroad. Last year was a triumphant year. 
Ihe fact that our missionaries baptized 12,134 people into the member- 
ip of our churches on our foreign mission fields is an achievement which 
fould set our hearts aglow w.th joy. In order to illustrate other triumphs, 

quote here some paragraphs taken from some of the reports from the 
‘arious fields to the Foreign Mission Board. 

“This being the year of our Diamond Jubelee of omrywork in Africa, 
« fook back with rejoicing and thanksg.ving forsal] that/Liod has done‘in 
his land. A great’expansion has taken place during the?fast few years all 
ver the country, especially in the owtlyipg districts. Mudh of this lfis been 
he results of Home Missionary: effort’ on the part of the indenendent 
n irches.” * 

i “Where the evangelistic spirit reigns new churches spring up. For 
dimple, there have been eighteen new churches orfanized north of the 
State of Bahia, Brazil, during the year. Not only have new churches been 
rganized, but the old ones have developed in every tine of ‘activity. They have 
nade marvelous strides in Sunday School work. Many of ‘tHe churches 
lave built or bought houses this year? One church in Bahia -buiit a new 
ouse, outgrew it, and enlarged it all in ope year. 

“Two years ago a Chilean Homé Mission Board was organized to 
irry the Gospel into the frontier. The Board is compbsed of five mission- 
iries and five Chileans named ‘by the Convention, and administers the 
nds raised by the churches supplemented by an equal amount from the 
Kichmond Board. During the past year they have supported three ,mission- 
ics who are doing a great work in the “regions beyond.” 

“Many feel, and say that the anti-Christian movement in China 
is egme too late, Thergeis too large and strong an army of Christian 
en and women from the m’ssion ° schools for such a movem-ent to make 
ich progress.
